Those who bhave
studied such creatures know that geese
eften display undeniable cunning; that
bats, though endowed with senses of
which we bave uo eguivalent, are not
Mind and that hares can at tmes be
most PUgoacious.

From the general contemplation of
whether these and other anlals wo de-
seribed are gremdy out of the common
run, it is but & step to the problem
whether any liviug beast or bind, rep-
fish or insect, 1s actually greedler
the greediest mau, writes T. G.
in the Pall Mall Magaiine,
Obviously. it Is falr in such a com-
to take the cuse of (he man
can and does eat more than his
tellows, bevause such & wan, disagree-
able though he may be from obe stand-
polnt, Is undenlably more natural than
thoee who, bowing Lo the vendict of the
medical attendant or restrained by con-
siderations of polite behavior. babitaal-
Iy eat less than they could If they were
to continue eating until unable to swal-
ow more,

that adopted in the rest of the animal
world and doubtless ulso from that
which was in vogue with the cave men.
Able by various devices to procure onr
food as required, we have appointed
certain feeding times, and at these we
rigidly take our meals — breakfast,
luncheon aml dlnner,

The wild creatures of nature know
g0 such restrulnt.  The birds i our
garden are always pecklug at the lawn
for worms or at the boughs for bervies.
The lethargic cattle In the meads when
not actually gruzing are ruminating,
which is gruzing over again. The cut-
erpillars on our rose trees, the ants o
our storeroom, are always at tuble,
Only civillzed wan amd his domestic
animals know the formulity of meal
times. And so it is throughout nature
with all the four fooled and winged
creafures.

In considering the appetites aund
tastes of man and the lower animals it
# of importance to distingulsh in ev-
ery class between the gluttons (the
word is used conventlonally and with-
sut prejudice) and the eplcures, more
bappily differentiated by the French as
gormands and gourmets, the former
of which prefer quantity, while the Iat-
ter are all for the quality of their food,

The human race furnisbes Innumer-

sble examples of both. Haydn, the
composer, would sometimes order six
covers for dinner and dive alone. One
king of England died after a surfeit of
lampreys; the undolng of another was
an excessive meal of peaches aud new
ule.
. With these may be rafiked Bporeo-
gambi, a human bog, who ate 2NN
yards of macaronl st a sitting, and
Domery, the Pole, who lu the pres-
ence of winessea devoursd (o one
morning fourteen pounds of raw beef
and slmost the same welght of tallow
cutulles,

These are the gluttons, and if we
compare Domery's feut with the dally
weal of a full grown working eleplinnt
welghing five or six tons—namely, 139
pounds of vegetable food—we find the

Much was sakl and written at the thoe
of the offensive “greediness” of the
ereature, but In paint of fact its Incll-
pation bad less 1o say to the resull
thau Its apatonty, If, for iustance, the
twe sturted ou the sawe rabbit, ooe
selzing the beud, the other the stern.
the larger woull have wo cholce when
they wet halfway across but to swal
low its smaller fellow.

Bo specialized are some animals in
thelr food that even the two sexes have
different views on the subject of what
to have for dinner. As a curious con-
trast to the collaboration of the male
and female bula way be oited that
of the male mosquito, which sucks only
the julees of plants, while the female
must feed on the blood of animals,
The nursery rhyme touching the 4k
vergent appetites of Jack Sprat and
bis wife is tptally eclipsed by such dis-
agreement.

MEDICAL SCIENCE.

The Flght It Made For Bleeding and
Agnilnst Quinine,

An lmportant epoch in the career of
Dr. Malllot, a distinguished Freneh
physiclan who diel in Parls several
years ago at the age of ninety-nine
years, [llustrates the great timidity of
medical sclence In eking up a mew
method of trentment or abandoning an
old oue. Dr. Malllot Is known to the
medical world as the practical Intro-
ducer Into French practice of the use of
quinine In the treatment of malarial
and other fevers,

In 1532, when the French were con-
ducting u campaign of conquest in Al
gerln, the mortality amoug the troops
and colonists there was frightful.
Frauce was belug continually called
upon for fresh levies of men aud youths
to supply this terrible loss, chlefly
through fever Incldental to the climate

and the life the French in Algeria were |

leading. At that time the practice of
blesding still prevalled. “Bleed them
nutil they are white,” was the injune-
tion which Broussais, the medical mas-
ter of the French, gnve fo his followers
when the comdition of the soldiers was
reported to him. At Bone, In one year,
out of an effective force of 500 men,
1,100 died of lllness In the bospital,

Al this time the effects of sulphate
of quinine were known, but few phy-
slclans veatured to employ 1t Malliot
had interestedd himself in the new rem-
edy, and golug to Bone In the madiesl
service of the government be resolved
to see If It woukl not reduce the fright.
ful mortality, which wus oue to every
three and oneball men who entersml
the hospital. At first be employed the
